All state laws make it a criminal 


offense to drive a car while in- 
oxicated or "under the influence."

I ta"ke nineteen alii- • 
gators and a barrel of whisky for 
breakfast when I'm in robust health, 
and a bushel of rattlesnakes and a dead 
body when I'm ailing. I split the ever- 
lasting rocks with my glance, and I 
. squench the thunder when I speak . . . 


lay low and hold your breath, for I'm 
'bout to turn myself loose!" 
While Stalin was trying to digest the 


foregoing, it would be advisable to have 
Molotov reading the following, consist- 
ing of another description by one of the 
raft bullies: 


"Whoo-oop! 
Bow your neck and 


spread! Hold me down to earth, for 
I feel my powers a-workin'. Don't let 
me get a start. Smoked glass, here, 
for all! Don't attempt to look at me 
with the naked eye! When I'm playful 
I use the meridians of longitude and 
parallels of latitude for a seine and drag 
the Atlantic 
Ocean for whales! I 


scratch my head with the lightning and 
purr myself to sleep with the thunder! 
When I'm cold I bile the Gulf of Mex,i- 
so and bathe in it; when Tm hot I fan 
myself with an equinoctial storm . . . 
I put my hand on the sun's face and 
made it night in the earth; I bite a pice 
•out of the moon and hurry the seasons; 
I shake myself and crumble the moun- 
tains! Contemplate me through leather 
—don't use the naked eye! I'm the 
man with a petrified heart and biler- 
jron bowels! Bow your neck and 
spread, for the pet child of calamity's 
a-coming!"

Tor it 
was a little fellow with a wallop in each 
fist, and straight eyes and an

tongue, who moved in and laid both blow- 
hards out. 


BUILDING OUR NAVY 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Detroit News has put a halting hand up- 
on extreme expenditures for the navy in 
view of past history. 


We may all assume without question 


that the people of America want an ade- 
quate army and navy in every particular 
and are willing to err upon the side of 
overage instead of inadequacy. 
But we 


should try, too, to avoid an error we made 
in World War No. 1 when we took the 
ceiling for the limit. 
During the years 


of that conflagration we enlarged our navy • 
at a pace with which no other country 
could keep step, simply because for the 
first 31 months of the war the others had 
all their attention directed to fighting it. 


When the war was over, however, a 


great revulsion of feeling against Mars 
and all his habiliments developed and re- 
sulted finally in the Washington confer- 
ence which limited armaments severely 
and by whose terms we were ordered to 
destroy many sizable vessels under con- 
struction and upon which we had actually 
.cpent hundreds of millions of dollars. 


What sort of a peace is to folb-.v World 


War No. 2? If it is really peace instead 
of another armistice we arc going to see 
people turn away from the sword and back 
to the plow, not only because the sword 
will have become so hateful and the plow 
giveth life but just out of stern necessity 
itself.t 


Before we open the treasury doors— 


and we have spent so wildly in the Roo- 
sevelt way we can afford little more— we 
would do well to particularly appraise our 
national strength as well as the ships in 
process of building and the normal 
of maintaining our strength lest we plunge 
"needlessly and foolishly. 


DRY AND WET TRENDS 


Results of the latest Gallup poll to be 


made public indicate that the trend in 
favor of a return to national prohibition 
is waning at least temporarily. The find- 
ings of the American Institute of Public 
Opinion on this question are that, "De- 
spite the mounting number of dry victor- 
ies in local option elections . . . the year 
1939, the survey shows that for the coun- 
try as a whole there is slightly less senti- 
ment for an out-and-out dry regime than 
there \vas 13 months ago." 


The latest figures are quoted at 34 


per cent "dry" and 66 per cent "wet" com- 
pared to 36 per cent "dry" and 64 per 
cent "\vet'( in 1938, a loss of two per cent 
for the drys. 


However, the trend is not by any 


means entirely ''wet." Significantly more 
than half of the voters participating in 
the poll expressed the opinion that Jiquor 
regulations in their communities-^re "not 
strict enough." The actual count was 51 
per cent. 
Forty-two per cent said they 


believe the regulations are "about right" 
and only seven per cent said the regu- 
lations are "too strict." 


Chief complaints voiced by those who 


voted that regulations are "not strict 
enough" arc: (1) Hours for selling liquor 
should be shortened; (2) only packaged 
liquor should be sold; (3) closing hours arc 
not being observed; (4) liquor and beer 
advertising is too flagrant; (5) too much 
liquor is sold to young people and minors. 


The opinion of a majority at this time 


is that although prohibition did not work, 
the present system needs improvement. 


That opinion ought to be taken as a 


warning by the beer and liquor manufac- 
turers and distributors, by .authorities in 
charge of regulations and by all persons 
opposed to the return of national prohi- 
bition. If the present system permits too 
many abuses, reaction against it might 
eventually bring back prohibition, as the 
only alternative. 


500 YEARS OF LIGHT

This attention is fitting because from 


the time that men first began to chisel 
pictures and symbols in rock a new era 
was in the making for the human inhab- 
itants of this earth. And this chiseling 
was the forerunner of printing, which was 
believed to have been developed by the 
Chinese. 


The anniversary of printing is not the 


marking of something that is confined to 
the dead past, but a reminder of some- 
thing that lives today and is growing. 
When men finally learned how to .print 
they created a medium for perpetuating 
the best in the past for the use of the 
present and the future. 
Printing is the 


living link that draws from the great 
accumulation of what men have learned 
before today and preserves it for applica- 
tion today, and tomorrow. 


Through printing, which captures the 


spoken word and records jt for poster- 
ity, the vast heritage of thought, of action, 
of information and of deduced knowledge 
which our predecessors gave to the de- 
velopment of human civilization have been 
saved for us. Before printing, the knowl- 
edge of man was acquired only by word 
of mouth, by the passing on from father 
to son and to son, and by the traveling 
troubadour. 


Printing is a medium of enjoyment, 


by preserving the words of the master 
writers; a medium of instruction, by re- 
cording the studies of the greatest teach- 
ers; a revelation, by revealing the find- 
ings of the great discoverers whether they 
operated in the field of science, explor- 
ation, engineering or any other human 
endeavor. 


Perhaps the simplest expression of ap- 


preciation of the discovery of printing 
would be the question: What would we 
have today without the printed word?

Anti-Lynching Vote 


Vice President Jack Garner not only favors a 


senate vote on the long-stymied anti-lynching 
legislation, but he has worked out a compro- 
mise bill to get a vote. 


Repeated Southern filibusters have been the 


sole obstacle to enactment of this measure for 
years, and Garner has always sided with his 
fellow-Southerners. But in this session, with his 
hat in the presidential ring, Cactus Jack has 
changed his tune. 


Garner's plan is to junk the house-passed 


measure, which would subject local officials and 
counties to heavy fines, and substitute investiga- 
tion by the FBI. His bill as tentatively drafted 
reads as follows: 


"Whenever a lynching takes place in the Uni- 


ted States and there are no arrests or prosecu- 
tions the federal bureau of investigation will 
make a thorough and complete investigation 
and report to the governor of the state in which 
the lynching took place." 


This formula is similar to the compromise 


suggested by the president in the 1938 fight over 
anti-lynching, when a six-weeks southern fili- 
buster, led by Senator Tom Connally of Texas, 
finally forced the shelving of a bill passed by 
the HoubC. 


At a secret White House conference of con- 


gressional leaders, Garner was very emphatic. 


'I mean business," he told the conference. 


"I'm going to see to it that the senate votes on 
this issue." 


Roosevelt was very much amused by this 


declaration and kidded his running-mate. "Atta 
boy, Jack," he laughed. "You tell 'cm. They 
can't shove us around." 


Finnish Loan 


One behind-the-scenes factor weighing heav- 


ily in the senate against a loan to Finland is its 
failure to use money already available to it. 


Shortly after the Soviet invasion, the Export- 


Import Bank extended a $10,000,000 credit to the 
Finns for purchase of food supplies. So far only 
$500,000 of this fund has been drawn on. The 
Finns still have $9,500,000 available. 


Also being questioned privately by a num- 


ber of senators is the possibility of foodstuffs 
purchased here, such as wheat, being secretly 
exchanged abroad for guns and munitions. It is 
not charged that thc Finns intend to do this, but 
reports of such a plan are being whispered 
about and senators are pricking up their ears.

Thej 
dissolved the disinfectant, whicl 
is also known as mercuric chloride 
in the transplanting water at th 
rate of 1 part to 1,500, and then ap 
plied 320 gallons of the solution pc 
acre.

While the new method is tb 


best yet discovered, it is not re 
garded as ideal, for it has the 
shortcomings of not completely pre 
venting trfe disease, it is more ex 
pensive than would be desirable, 
and the strong disinfectant cor 
rodes metal parts of a transplanter 


The state pathologists are recom 


mending that where corrosive sub 
limate is to be used no more meta 
parts than necessary are to come 
in contact with the transplanting 
water. Many planters are equipppc 
with wooden barrels, and meta 
containers may be painted inside 
with asphalt paint 


Growers have found that when 


clubroot once gets started in a field 
the fungus which causes it remains 
in the soil indefinitely. In a Kenc- 
sha county >field, which produced 
badly diseased cabbage in 1928 and 
was devoted to other crops for the 
next nine years, in 1938 produced 
a high percentage of plants which 
became infected before harvest 
time.

Jan. 1 estimates indicate that the 


stocks of corn, on farms in the 
state are much aboye average but 
stocks of oats and wheat are below 
the 1929-38 average. 


About 27,236,000 bushels of corn 


for grain were on Wisconsin farms 
at the beginning of the year. This 
quantity of corn represents about 
2-3 of the total amount of corn pro- 
duced for grain in the state last 
year. 


A year ago stocks of corn on 


farms in the state were somewhat 
larger, as was the previous year's 
crop compared with the 1939 har- 
vest. Average stocks of corn on 
farms in Wisconsin on Jan. 1 were 
16.616.000 bushels for the 10 years. 
1929-38. 


Wisconsin farmers had 45,448.000 


bushels of oats on hand on Jan. 1 
compared with 50.990,000 bushels a 
year ago. Stocks of oats at the be- 
ginning of the year averaged 49,648,- 
)00, bushels for the years 1929-38. 
Stocks of oats now on hand repre- 
sent about two-thirds of the crop 
harvested last year. 


Wheat stocks were estimated at 


716,000 bushels compared with 1,. 
365,000 bushels a year ago and 1,-

HELPED DEFEAT' "BED FINNS'* 


When Russia took full power 


over Finland in 1809, a •promise 
was made to the Finnish people 
that they "would have power to 
make their own laws, except that 
diey would have no right to deal 
with any question of "foreign 
policy." 


The promise was kept fairly well 


tor 90 years. Then Czar Nicholas 
began to limit the power of the 
Finns. Russian spies spread through 
Finland, newspapers were shut 
down, and some of the Finnish 
leaders were sent into exile.

Finnish workers carried 
out a 


"national strike" in 1905, and the 
czar gave in to some extent Other 
troubles followed, however, 
and 


there was ill-feeling until tho out- 
break of the World war. We are 
told that during the war the Finns 
"prayed for Russia's defeat." 


The Finns were glad when Czar 


Nicholas lost his throne, but the 
event was followed by trouble in- 
side Finland. "Reds" were matched 
against "Whites" in a struggle to 
obtain control of the land. 


For a time the Reds had the up- 


per hand, and a soviet government 
was started at Helsinki. It seemed 
likely that Finland would be one of 
the republics in Soviet Russia. 


A baron, Carl Gustav Manner- 


heim, gathered as 
many White 


soldiers as possible, and waged war 
on the "Red Finns." The latter were 
given help by Russian Bolsheviks. 


Th World war had not yet come 


to an end, and Germany saw a 
way to strike at Russia. 
Twelve 


thousand German 
soldiers 
were 


sent to Finland, and an important 
battle was fought against the Reds. 


Thanks partly to the 
German 


help, Mannerheim was able to win 
a big battle. In April, 1918, Ger- 
man troops marched into Helsinki. 


There was bitter feeling in the 


warfare between R«Js and Whites 
in Finland, and both sides were 
guilty of cruel deeds. After Man- 
nerheim's victory, thousands of 
"Red rebels" were hunted down. 
The lives of 73,000 captives • were 
spared, but they were put in prison. 


Finland was declared a free re- 


public, in no way a part of Rus- 
sia. In 1920 Russia signed a treaty 
which gave the new republic land 
(and a seaport) on the coast of the 
Arctic ocean. In the same year Fin- 
land was admitted to the League of 
Nations. 


Although Russians and Finns did 


not feel friendly in later years, Fin- 
land set out on a brave effort to 
make a success of life as a free 
nation. Within a few years many 
"Red Finns" were let out of prison. 
In 1927 the last thousand of those 
in prison were given their liberty 
and the right to vote.

To right a grave injustice the schools of America insisted upon the 


same education for every child regardless of his race, color or place in 
society. That was fine. But one point was overlooked. While offering edu- 
cation to all no allowance was made for the need, ability, or purpose of 
the pupil in relation to his education. All children—book-minded, hand- 
minded, gifted, dull or feeble-minded—must learn from the books and 
get a high mark in the tests or be cast out as unfit 


This is a greater injustice than the one it sought to redress. All children 


must be schooled and trained, but to each his own kind of work or we 
face failure and worse. We meet rebellion. We create waste of youth, 
time, energy, money, health, and the essential contribution that an edu- 
cated Youth must make to its generation. All about us today we see the 
effect of this wasteful and stupid administration of the educational fa- 
cilities at our disposal 


The law says children must go to school until they reach the required 


age, which varies in different states. No provision is made for educating 
the child who cannot profit by book study.

himself with the so-called Christian front he'has called for a showdown. 
On the other side, Robert Jackson, the new attorney general, appears to 
have accepted the challenge in saying that the federal investigation would 


cover the activities of any individual or group who 
shall have aided, financed or incited the 17 men ar- 
rested in New York on charges of conspiring to wage 
an armed revolution. So we seem to be in for a hil- 
arious brawl in the course of which anyone who ques- 
tions the activities of this priest will do well to wear 
his oldest clothes and be reconciled to the necessity 
of burning them afterward. Coughlin fights like Huey 
Long and Adolf Hitler, and Huey summed up his rules 
of controversy in a sentence, "Never bother a porcu- 
pine unless you expect to get some feathers on you"— 
a polite paraphrase of a quainter and much more pun- 
gent remark which was made famous in Washington 
by ex-Senator Jim Watson of Indiana. 


In contemplating the activities of this man it should 


be remembered that any American citizen has a right 


regier 
to be anti-Semitic and that there can be no law re- 


quiring any person to embrace the Christian religion or any other. Cough- 
lin may be responsible to'the Catholic church for his utterances and ex- 
trapastoral activities, but the law can't punish him for bad taste, bad 
faith, recklessness or lack of charity. 


On the other hand, if the inquiry should reveal evidence of activity 


which seemed to violate the law 
neither the church nor individual 
members of the faith would have 
any right to regard prosecution as 
hostility to the church. Some of the 
best Catholic clergymen denounce 
Coughlin and, in discussing him. re- 
fer to him by his last name, pointed- 
ly neglecting to use the title of "Fa- 
ther."
